in length; and Liceius found one in Sicily 
30 feel high. 
But the perfection o f the 
science ofaiiuloiny seems--to have settled 
the fact that these bones belonged to.animals 
o f the primitive world and not to the getiii* 
/lomc. 
T h e certain conclusions of the sci­ 
entific in the p re sen t. discovery will throw 
great light ujwn ilie history of giants in an­ 
cient times, and it will bo a inalier easily 
ascertained now, wliotber Ibese arc human 
bones or not. 
Indeed tliosn well versed in 
anatomy seem already to have decided the 
question. 
W e arc in formed, however, 
that we sh-all soon have an opportunity of 
seeing and judging Ibr ourselves. 


It will certainly bo .somelliing lo have tliose 
historians so faithful in other rr.ailers corrob­ 
orated in those facts which have alw ays 
thrown doubt a dislrusi over llioir works.Sira 
bo tells us-thal the skeleton of .\ntens was 
found in M auritania and measured sixty 
cubits, or near one hundred fcci, and Pliny 
speaks o f a skeleton that was exposed by an 
earthquake at Crete that measured near 70 
feet.
